The Man on the Steeple. 


The hundreds of people who have 


watched tho operations of tho man upon 
the towering steeple of the Third Street 
Baptist Church painting the wooden 
spiro and arranging the weather-vane, 
have expressed wonder as to tho means 
used to roach this lofty position. A re- 
porter yesterday went up into the belfry 
and interviewed the most experienced 
steeple climber in the world, ,/iimos 
*erguson. 
"Why, my dear boy," said 


ho, with an honesty of expression that 
struck homo at once, "ifvo spent the 
greater part of my life up among those 
rolling clouds. 
For eighteen years I 


sailed tho sea between the East Indies 
and China before tho mast, and after- 
ward occupied every station excepting 
that o( Captain. 
When I was sixteen 


years of ago 1 climbed a stooplo in Glas- 
gow ,'!00 feet high in ha!/ an hour. 
-The same feat it took the noted 'Steeple 
Jack' three days to perform. I' ve been 
mounting steeples for tho past seven 
years, as a business. Tho last one I 
went up previous to this was the Chanel 
Street Presbyterian, in Albany, which 
is three hundred feet in height. I 
took dawn tho weather-vane, in tho 
shape of a lish. which weighs 827 
Pounds, being of copper and loaded 
with lead. It was tho first time any one 
had been up tho steeple in thirty years. 
Ino highest steeple I ever climbed went 
up o70 feet. This was in Ayrshire, 
Scotland. The general impression is 
that when on .1 steeple it is easier to 
look up than down. This is all a mis- 
take. U hen looking up an almost irre^ 
sistiblo feeling conies over you to jump 
from your scat. I had experience of 
this kind while on the steeple of Dr. 
Darling's church in Albany. I gazed 
steadily up for a moment into space, 
when, without any feeling of dizziness 
or anything of that sort. I became al- 
most beside myself, and a kind of de- 
lirium' came over mo. I had to quit 
right then and there, for a moment later 
I would have sprung from my scat.

can look steadily down and it docs not 
affect me. I seldom climb steeples in 
cold weather. It's too confoundeddan-

Make n Poultice.—Dr. 
Brunton, in Drain, tho new London 
periodical, gives the following useful 
hints on this subject: The common 
practice of making poultices by mixing 
linsood meal with hot water ami apply- 
ing it directly to tho skin is nuitc 
wrong, because if wo do not wish to 
burn tho pnticnt wo must wait until n 
great portion of the heat has been lost. 
The proper method is to take n (lanncl 
bag, tho sizo ol the poultice required, 
to (ill this with tho linseed poultice, ns 
hot as it can possibly bo made, and to 
put between this and tho skin n second 
flannel, so thcco shall bo at least two 
thicknesses of flannel between the skin 
and tho poultice. Above tho poultice 
should bo placed more flannel, or a 
pieco of cotton wool, to prevent it from 
getting cold. By this method wo nro 
able to apply tho linseed meal boilin^ 
hot. without burning tho patient, am! 
the heat, gradually diffusing through 
tho flannel, affords n grateful .sense "of 
relief, which cannot be, obtained bv 
other means. There nro few ways in 
which such marked relief is given to 
abdominal pain, as by the application of 
n poultice in this manner.

A Remedy for the (tad-Fly. 


Mr. SorcnoK. Todd, who has been 


considering the ways of tho Oestrus 
boms on gad-fly for moro than forty 
years, sends to tho literal New Torkcr 
tho following suggestion as; to tho best 
mode of getting rid of them. 


Tho cheapest and 
most 
effectual 


remedy is to provide a rough rubbino- 
or scratching polo for cattle. Then, as 
soon as an insect, whether it is the 
larval, chrysalid or ily transformation, 
begins to emerge from the back of an 
animal, it will be crushed, if cattle are 
properly carded, every insect, aa soon 
as it thrusts its head above the surface 
of the skin, will bo lacerated by the 
teeth of the card. As soon as tho grub 
or the parent insect has bored a pas- 
sago up through tho skin, tho irrita- 
tion will prompt tho animal to scratch 
the Irritated part of tho body. Then, 
if a good rubbing-pole has been prol 
vided, not a single insect will ever es- 
cape to oviposit eggs in tho backs of 
other animals. I have often taken a 
glover s noodle (a needle havino- a tri- 
angular point) nnd thrust the" point 
through the skin down into the grubs 
or larvas. Tho needle will kill every 
one it enters. 
But a good rubbing polo 


is preferable to pay other moans. To 
mako such a robbing polo, nlace one 
end of a long and heavy pole on the 
top of n, post about five feet high, set 
hrmly in tho grouud, and pin it fast. 
Let the other end rest on another post 
two feet high, and pin it securely to the 
poet. Neat cattle of high or low stat- 
ure can pass beneath this heavy pole, 
adjusting themselves to the inclination 
of the polo. 
: 


Laying Out Fields by Measure. 


Few farmers know the sizo of their 


fields or how many acres they contain. 
A field of tho writer's, before it came 
into his possession, had beon plowed 
and reaped by contract for fifteen acres. 
On measuring it, it was found to have 
but twelve acres. It is desirable, in 
fact, Indispensable for good work, that 
a farmer should know how many acres 
each field contains, for otherwise ho 
cannot apportion seed or manure for it, 
nor can ho tell how much time it should 
require to bo plowed. A measuring 
cord should bo part of tho furniture of 
every farm. To make ono. procure 
sixty-seven feet of strong rope, ono inch 
around; mako a loop or fasten a rino-or 
a bar at each end, and mako these pre- 
cisely sixty-six foot apart. This is four 
rods. 
Then tio a piece of red rag in 


tho center. 
Ono acre of ground win be 


a piece four of tho cords (chains) Ions 
and two and one-half wido, equal to 
sixteen by ten rods, making ono hnn- 
ared and sixty square rods, or ono aero. 
Iho advantage of the ring or loop ia 
that one person can measure alone by 
driving n stake in the ground to hold 
tho ropo while he stretches it out. The 
*opo should be soaked in tar and dried, 
which will prevent it from shrinking 
when wet.— liural New Yorker.

butter, eggs and cheeso. Rents, too, 
havo increased in tlio cities and larger 
towns, lint on tho whole the condition 
of tho French laborer has not changed 
for tho worse.

Holfin n anil Had. 


Yesterday afternoon this city gave for- 


mal expression to tho grief which has 
shadowed all homes and saddened nil 
hearts for days past, and moto tribute 
was paid to tho life and character of tho 
chief magistrate, who has been so cruelly 
stricken down. In accordance with the 
recommendation of the Mayor, supple- 
menting those of State and National 
officials, business was wholly suspended. 
Every store, every office, was closed, not 
merely in nanio, but in fact, and even the 
side door and back door trade, which 
marks not a few places on Sunday, was 
wholly done away with. All joined in 
the sad observance, and by half-past 1 
o'clock, the hour for forming tho proces- 
sion, tho sidewalks along tho lino of 
inarch were crowded with citizens from 
far and near, while tho streets were filled 
with carriages, and with fragmentary j 
portions of tho forming lino. 


; The formation 
was completed on 


West Milwaukee and Jackson streets, 
nnd 
tho 
procession 
moved 
down 


Milwaukee 
street, 
tat nod on Main 


street, nnd ended nt tho Court house 
park. Fow citios of the size o£ Jnuca- 
vUe can present so varied nud pleasing 
n display, made jup; of its own local or- 
ganizations, and tho procession yester- 
day was bril'uint, notwithstanding its 
sadness, its badges ot motnai'jg, its 
tHrgeful music, its slow step. 
Col. W. 


B. Britton, Surgeon George G. Cbitten- 
<lon, and Adjutctit Newmnu, of the First 
Battalion, appeared in fall uniform and 
mounted, aud as another aide to Colonel 
Britton, who was Marshal ot the day, ap- 
peared Capt. T. T. Croft, also mounted, 
and in his Knight of Pythias uniform- 
A platoon of tho Sock company marched 
at the head of the procession. 
Then 


came tho Bowor City band, with twenty 
men in their blight uniform, playing a 
dirge. The Jauesulle Guards with slow, 
steady step, and tho. Bower City Rifles 
mov;ag as one man came next. A noble 
band of veterans and solders ot tho late 
war headed by Major 8. C. Cobb fol- 
lowed. Then came the Firo Department 
wearing too tho badges ot mourning, nnd 
with their colors draped. After those camo 
the carriages in wl"ch wore seated tho 
chaplain nud speakers ot the d.iy, tho 
city officials, members of tho Board of 
Education nnd tho city council, repre- 
sentatives of tho Bock county bar, and 
some ot tho committee of arrangements. 


At the head of tho second division was 


St. Patrick's Temperance band playing a 
dirgo, nnd then came n large representa- 
tion ]of tho Knights Templar in their 
chivalric nnd over attractive uniforms. A 
largo body ot Masons with regalia nnd 
the mysterious emblems of their ordor 
were next in tho march. The Uiv'forrned 
Patriarchs en "no march-ng- along in the 
form of n cross, attracting much atten- 
tion, nnd serving as tho head trad front 
of n vory large number o£ Odd Follows 
in their usual roga'ia. Tho Coneordia 
society with badges of mouiaing nnd 
draped colors marched next in lino, and 
tho Knights ot Pj ib'tis with their bright 
plumes nnd glcsniing swords relieving 
tho sombre black. A band of school 
children followed, nnd citizens in car- 
riages brought up the rear. 


Throughout the line, amidst all tho 


brilliant glcp*ning ot buiaished weapons, 
and biight waving of plumes, appeared 
the emblems ot sorrow, the muflled 
drama, the flags nnd colors in moulding, 
the badges of black and wl He, the aval a 
reversed, tho slow, sad music—all speak- 
ing the common giief. 


Along the line ot march tho buildings 


were draped, many of tho festoons and 
decorations which have been hanging for 
days, having been rearranged, and 
added t:>; ao that tho whole presented a 
sight which bespoke sorrow at every 
po:nt. 


At the Court house park, where the 


memorial services wore to be held had 
been erected a dnia whose foundation was 
hidden from view by tho same mournful 
color, while above it appeared a canopy 
of black ond white, resting upon pillars 
of the same. Shields of black nnd white 
marked tho corners, and upon each of the 
four skies appeared a motto, those being, 
"The Nation Mourns." "God Reigns and 
tho Government at Washington still 
lives." ''Faithful Always." "This is a 
people worth dying for." Oil the front ot 
this canopy appeared a picture of tho 
lamented one, bofittingly bordered with 
tho mourning colors. 


lioug before the procession reached 


this place, there was a largo gathering of 
people in and about tho park, and this 
was greatly swelled by tho crowds who 
flocked along with the- procession, thus 
forming one of tho largest assemblages 
ever seen hero. Tho adjoining streets 
were filled with carriages, and yet there 
was amid all the crowding for desirable 
places to see nud hear, a subdued nnd 
awesome feeling manifest. 


Dr, J. B. Wbiting presided nt the ser- 


vices, and aftor speaking tenderly and 
briefly of tho sad occasion for this gath- 
ering, called upon tho Bowor City band 
for music. After on appropriate selec- 
tion, well rendered, Rev. W. F. Brown, of 
the Presbyterian church, road befittiugly 
choice passages of scripture, tho first be- 
ing 
tho 
latter 
portion 
of 
the 


of tlio third chapter of ot Hocond Samuel 
beginning,—"and David said to Joab, 
and to all tho people that wore with him, 
rend your clothes, and gird you with sack 
cloth, and mourn before Abner. And 
King David himself followed tho bier." 
This selection was followed by one of 
the Psalms—"Lord thou hast boon our 
dwelling place in all generations." 


Bev. T. W. MacLain, of Trinity Epis- 


copal church, then offered prayer, open- 
ing with tho Lord's prayer, nnd followed 
by an appeal for help for those that 


and especially for the Presi- 


dent's family. Ho prayed that sorrow 
might redound to tho uatiou'a good, aud 
tluit tho virtues of tho dead luighb in- 
spire tho living to better, nobler thoughta 
and nets. 


Rev. Dr. Hodge, of the Baptist church, 


was than introduced, and delivered a 
vory clear, calm, elegant address. Ho 
opened with declaring "Know ye that a 
prince and and a great man hath fallen 
in Israel." He pointed out tho corres- 
pondence between the soonea ot Jewish 
history, as touched upon in the scriptur- 
al solootions read at tho opening of tho 
service, and tho scone now presented in 
this nation. The life which had gone 


I out here was not a remnant o£ a wasted 
lite. A king to-day followed this bier too, 
but tho king who followed this bier was 
not one man, but fifty millions of self- 
rulers. The sorrow rested upon men of 
all political beliefs and religious creeds. 
Tho people had beea brought faoo to 
face with somo perplexing questions, 
and somo of these tho apoakor hand- 
led. 


The first was the question of the divine 


government of the world. Many won- 
dered why tho divine hnnd was not inter- 
posed between such a grand life and tho 
sting ot so loathsome a serpent. It was 
difficult to see clearly, for there was much 
wisdom beyond our roach. "As tho heav- 
ens are hrgh above the earth so are His 
ways above our ways." It might bo ex- 
pedient somot:Ties that one men die for 
tho people. In God's thought tlvs Hfo 
may havo boon poured out in grand sac- 
rifice. Perhaps th'.a and other nations 
may have needed just such an exhibition 
of grand christinn manhood, ns had boon 
shewn during tho eighty days of suffer- 
ing. 
Such a spectacle as those eighty 


days had presented must have been to 
the profit of a!l. Tho whole cniKzod 
world had been toueho.l, sobered, sub- 
dued. 


Tho speaker saw pno*hor possible rea- 


son in the e\ idout softening of sectional 
feeling aud party asperities. There was 
one common touch of angaish to all sec- 
tions and to all parties, aud hearts which 
had thus come together m 
sadness 


could not so eas!1y bo driven apart by 
hatred. Tho event had an unifying ef- 
fect, and tins was not limited to -our own 
country, but a strong cord ot human 
sympathy encircles now all the nutioug ot 
the civilized world. 


Tho speaker urgod that afflictive prov- 


idence should not be looked upon as hav- 
ing only a dark sido, nor that it was all 
mystery and gloom. Those brief h'.nts 
might suffice to give it (mother aspect, 
and could wo see n'.l tho wholesome re- 
suite, there might appear g.-oator things 
than those. 


Another 
qnoatioa wh-ob naturally 


arose was that of tho moient and bibli- 
cal dootrmo of tha efficiency of prayer. 
Had tho ear ot tho Lard become heavy 
or his hand shortened? Had fiuth died 
out ot tha church, or was there never my 
efficacy in prayer? There were two gront 
facts which should bo stated n-id orapha- 
s;".ed. The first, that all right prayer 
was conditioned on tho 
conourroncc 


with tho wi'l of God. To pray w'.thout 
"fiy w;ll bo done" was to attempt to take 
tho government of the world 'nto one's 
own 
hnnds. 
Another 
fact 
was 


that 
prayer 
was 
not 
necessarily 


unanswered, because tho forai of answer, 
looked for, wns withheld. The cry went 
up, "Let tho President live, let tho Nation 
prosper." But who was prepared to say 
that the President's death nnd the Na- 
tion's highest prospeiity were not more 
compatible? 
Tho 
very prayer itself 


might havo been defeated by tho recovery 
of the stricken one. It is bettor some- 
times to go to tho house ot mom jing. 
God puts nations into the furnace that 
they might feel the refiner's firo. Na- 
tions were lifted to great worth by the 
ministry ot tiials. 


The sponger p'so dwelt briefly upon 


the thought that tho hour may have come 
when it was necessary that all men should 
learn anew how short-lived aud uncertain 
was all human glory. The martyred one 
had drawn to himself the eyes of on ad- 
miring world. As a scholar, a teacher, a 
legislator, a warrior, nn orator, a states- 
man, ho had not long to linger on any 
stair of the ascent, until he reached the 
summit. Had tho picture remained thus 
dazzling, human glory might have been 
taken for something substantial nnd on- 
during. Prayer was not lost when groat 
men were bidden from our sight, if their 
removal loaves us with an unobstructed 
vision of God. 


After speaking most tenderly of tho 


Christian character ot tho dead Presi- 
dent, Dr. Hodgo closed with these 
words: 


"Well has it boon snid: 'The tears that 


are shod whon tlio founders of the Re- 
public die, give hope that the Republic 
itself shall be immortal.' Every great 
lite laid in sacrifice on our country's 
altar should bo held to increase our coun- 
try's value. Our government wns born 
amid mighty throes, and saved from dis- 
ruption at tho cost of precious lives, and 
siill the roots of this tree of liberty have 
to bo watered from time to time by the 
blood of patriots, in order that its leaf 
wither not, and its fruits fail not. 
Q'^hen tho great preacher of Judean 
wJdorness had been put to death by 
violence his disciples took up the body 
nnd buried it, nud went and told Jesus ? 
The American Christian to-day buries 
his murdered dead, and seeks relief, not 
by revenge on the miscreant, who did the 
murder, but by humble prayer poured 
into the ear of his Lord, and by emula- 
tion of the great virtues of the fallen 
leader. Sleep, then in peace, precious 
dust! The resurrection cometh, nnd no 
assassin can snatch nwny tho life ever- 
lasting." 


The entire address was listened to 


closely and with evident interest and 
feeling, nud at its finish one of the favor- 
ite hymns ot President Garfleld, "Nearer 
My God to Thee," was sung by the audi- 
ence, the band playing the air. 


Dr. Whiting then introduced Congress- 


man Charles G. Williams, who proceeded 
to pronounce an eloquent eulogy, in 
which he tenderly portrayed the virtues 
of the deceased, and graphically pictured 
tho people's grief. It hod been said that 


death onoblcd whatsoever it touched, bu 
how could ouo so noble iu life be more 
euoblcd iu death ? Tho speaker ranked 
him in iutollect with Webster, in oratory 
with Burke, in philanthropy with How" 
ard. 
He was the friend of youth, the 


companion of manhood, the peer of he- 
roes, and the leader of statesmen. 


Tho noble parts of his character wero 


graphically presented. His great haart- 
odncss did not permit ot his cherishing 
a grudge. Malice, ho knew not, and en- 
mity could not long find a home between 
him and any human being. Ho was sen- 
sitive to a fault, and yet when suffering 
from somo vicious fling, never retorted 
in kind. He never sought to rise by 
pulling others down, his impulse being to 
aid aud build up, rather than tear down 
and destroy. 


Mr. Williams gave n picture or two 


showing the greatjfriendahip existing be- 
tween Garfleld and Blaiue, and paid tho 
latter high tribute, saying, "Friends in 
life, their names shall not be separated 
in death; but shall bo referred to again 
and again as furnishing the beat type of 
representative Americans: 


Tho speaker thon sought to turn tho 


thought toward tho puiposes of such a 
sad ovont. tBuoh events had a language, 
not 
always 
understood 
at 
the 


time, 
but 
surely 
containing 


a truth which sooner orlator must be ap- 
parent. No one now tailed to seo why 
John Brown was given to tho halter, or 
Abraham Lincoln to the assassin's bullet. 
Iiowqr depths of sentiment wore sound- 
ed, deeper chords of sympathy touched, 
mightier forooa involved, and public 
opinion was held moro firmly to tho high 
demands of tho hour. Garfield's suffer- 
ings and death wore not merely that a 
wretch like Quitcau might dangle at tho 
ond of a rope to satisfy tlio vengeance of 
tho hour. "So sure as there is justice on 
oarth, or a God. in heaven, tho wretch 
shall die! But will that give back the 
husbnud, tho father, the son, tho patriot, 
tho President?" 


Among the deeper lessons to bo loain- 


od tho speaker dwelt mainly upon the 
restriction of the press. Ho paid duo 
to the journalists as a class, pronouncing 
thorn gentlemen of culture and character, 
but it was upon what he pronounced 
"the spawn of journalism" that ho boro 
down. It was these who Jstabbod in the 
dark, who lurked in ambush, who •hid 
behind anonymous titles, who breathed 
venom. It was from an atmosphere thus 
poisoned that tho bullet of Gniteau came. 
Tho press should bo unshackled, but a 
public sentiment should be created 
which 
would 
demand 
that 


whoever 
attacks 
another 
personaly 


iu tho public prints, should do it over his 
own sigaature. It was to be hoped that 
unless the shadow of this great calamity, 
the American press, which indeed held 
the destiny ot the ttopublio in its keep- 
ing, would apply tho corrective and 
shield our Presidents from death by as- 
sassination. 


Tho speaker thus closed Ms address: 
To-day, amid sighs and tears and all 


tho trappings of woo, Ohio tnkos bock 
to her soil the ashes ot her lamented son, 
Sho seni, him forth her own; she receives 
him back tho nation's and tho world's. 
There let him sleep on tho green hillside 
selected by Inmself, in sight of tho wa- 
ters of tho lake, and shaded by embower- 
ing trees. There lot him rest: Tie, tho 
maityr; aud Cleveland tho new made 
Mecca of patriotic devotion.

the sleep in sweetest peace, while surg- 
ing waters Jsing thy requiem, and the 
morning dawn proclaims thy immortal 
honor!
